The  social  conditions  of  the  District  remain  substantially  the 
same,  and  the  general  level  of  health  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  most  serious  problem  at  the  present  time  facing  the 
District  is  the  provision  of  adequate  housing  accommodation  ;  though 
the  housing  survey,  of  which  mention  is  made  later  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report,  has  not  yet  been  completed  it  is  manifest  that  a 
large  number  of  persons  are  living  in  old  properties  which  are  not 
satisfactory,  and  this  is  aggravated  by  the  number  of  families 


“  squatting  ”  on  Sibson  Airfield.  These  huts  are  not  satisfactory  for 
human  habitation  and  cannot  be  made  so  without  very  considerable 
expenditure  which  would  be  unreasonable  in  view  of  their  temporary 
nature  and  situation.  The  housing  resources  of  the  District  are  totally 
inadequate  to  deal  with  the  problem  which  it  is  known  is  giving 
anxiety  to  other  Rural  Districts  placed  in  a  similar  predicament. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  provision  of 
water  supplies,  and  the  entire  District,  apart  from  a  few  outlying 
parts  including  Holme  Fen,  now  have  a  piped  supply. 

Welcome  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  Sewerage,  though 
it  will  be  some  years  yet  before  the  5  Parish  Scheme  comes  into 
operation.  It  is  unfortunate  that  financial  considerations  have  forced 
the  Council  to  postpone  at  present  a  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish 
of  Holme,  where  some  degree  of  nuisance  is  already  being  experienced. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Council  for  the 
help  and  encouragement  they  have  shown  me,  in  my  first  year  in  this 
appointment.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 
AREA. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  : 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  general  arrangements  during 
the  past  year.  Bacteriological  specimens  from  Practitioners  in 
the  district  are  examined  at  the  Pathological  Department  of  the 
Memorial  Hospital,  Peterborough,  or  by  the  Pathological 
Laboratory,  Tennis  Court  Road,  Cambridge. 


(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

(1)  For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance  is 
available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Huntingdon. 

(2)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  the  area  is  covered  by 
the  ambulance  service  of  the  Soke  of  Peterborough  County 
Council  under  an  agreement  with  Huntingdon  County  Council, 
which  is  the  Local  Health  Authority  responsible.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  is  working  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : 

Nursing  in  the  district  is  carried  on  by  qualified  nurses 
employed  by  the  Huntingdon  County  Council.  All  nurses  are 
certified  midwives  and  attend  the  majority  of  maternity  cases 
under  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Scheme. 

All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  and  a  report  with  details  of  home  conditions  and 
circumstances  is  completed. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

Infant  Welfare  work  in  the  district  is  still  carried  out  by 
the  Fletton  and  District  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Association  by 
arrangement  with  Huntingdon  County  Council,  the  Welfare  Clinic 
being  held  at  London  Road,  Old  Fletton,  every  week  on  Tuesday 
from  2  to  4  p.m. 

YAXLEY. 

An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Village  Hall  every 
4th  Friday  in  the  month  from  2-30 — 4  p.m. 

ELTON. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  situated  at  the  Highgate  Hall 
and  meets  on  the  2nd  Thursday  each  month  at  2-30 — 4  p.m.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Contract  No.  5  was  almost  completed,  mains  and  services 
having  been  laid  since  1948  in  Stibbington,  Waternewton,  Holme, 
Denton  and  Caldecote,  with  a  link  along  the  Great  North  Road  from 
Norman  Cross  to  Kates  Cabin.  2-50,000  gallon  steel  storage  tanks  were 
also  constructed  at  Orton  Booster  Station  and  Keeper’s  Hill,  Elton. 

A  high  pressure  main  was  laid  from  the  Yaxley  Booster  Station 
to  the  Yaxley  Cross  Roads,  serving  Peterborough  Road  and  Dovecote 
Lane,  Yaxley,  these  roads  having  had  low  pressure  with  intermittent 
breaks  in  supply  for  several  years. 


House  connections  to  the  new  mains  continued  in  a  satisfactory 
way,  the  number  of  new  supplies  connected  during  1950  being  as

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  The  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations,  1949  and  other  Acts  and  Regulations  relating  to 
the  production,  distribution  and  designation  of  Milk  came  into  force 
on  1st  October,  1949,  and  have  now  been  in  operation  a  full  year. 
The  production  side  of  the  milk  industry  is  now  under  the  control  of 


the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Local  Authorities  having  the 
duty  of  registration  of  milk  distributors  and  dairies,  and  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  Regulations  on  dairy  premises  other  than  dairy  farms. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  retains  certain  powers  in  relation  to  all 
dairy  premises,  and  some  inspections  have  been  made  on  his  behalf.

SEWERAGE. 

Ministry  permission  was  received  to  commence  the  5  Parish 
Scheme  (Contract  No.  6)  on  1st  November,  1950,  and  Messrs. 
Hadsphaltic  Construction  Co.  have  made  a  start  in  Yaxley  Village. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  loads  are  increasing,  and  this  fact  coupled  with  the  almost 
continuous  wet  weather  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  caused  some 
delays  in  the  usual  fortnightly  collection. 

Waste  paper  collection  was  stopped  towards  the  end  of  1949, 
.as  there  was  no  market  and  only  limited  storage  accommodation  avail¬ 
able  for  this  salvaged  material  ;  bv  the  end  of  1950,  however,  the  needs 
of  the  re-armament  programme  made  it  clear  that  there  would  soon 
again  be  a  demand  for  collection  to  be  re-commenced. 

The  continued  increase  in  weight  of  loads  makes  it  imperative 
that  there  should  be  some  change,  either  in  the  method  of  collection 
or  by  increasing  the  number  of  collections. 

There  is  still  difficulty  in  obtaining  labour  for  this  type  of  work. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BYPESTS  ACT,  1949.

The  increase  in  the  numbers  of  Tuberculosis  is  accounted  for 
mainly  by  the  application  of  new  methods  of  diagnosis  and  of  10  cases 
discovered  in  the  Hostel  at  Sibson,  7  followed  a  visit  from  the  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  Unit. 

No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925  in  connection  with  per¬ 
sons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade, 
or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  dealing  with  the 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.
